HIS SILVER JUBILEE DAY 


Tributes of Respect and Love Paid 


to Rev. Fr. Burke. 
His 


Service of 25 Years. 


The exercises in observance of the sil- 


ver jubille of Fr. Oharles E. Burke, pas- 
tor of St. Francis pariah, began this 
morning and will end tomorrow evening. 
Solemn high mass was celebrated this 
morning beginning at 7.30 o'clock. An 
unaeuaUy fine musical program was .Ten- 
dered and a very appropriate sermon was 
preached. St. Francis chimes were rung 
just at tha hour when the people were 
assembling for the solemn ceremonies 
that were to mark the 25th anniversary of 
the ordination of their pastor to the 
priesthood. 


God accepted the desires of one for his 
work and called him higher in the spring 
of his life, full of promise for a glorious 
harvest. Today we are gathered here to 
celebrate tbe silver jubilee of the other, 
and I, as representative of that same col- 
lege of Holy Cross, come here toiiddmy 
share to the celebration. 


"Our fathers and mothers belonged to a 


generation of heroes, full of courage, full 
of faith. It was their ardent wish to see 
the pride of the family in the service of 
God. They preferred that honor even to 


The weather this forenoon was not 


favorableto celebrations, but never-the- 
less St. Francis church was densely filled 
with people at this morning's ceremony. 
The interior of the church was attractive 
though solemn. The altars shone bright 
in their new garniture and were burdened 
with flowers, Flowers were about the 
only decoration.

form erected for the orchestra was made 
pleasing with bunting and had an appro- 
priate motto on its front.The only thing on 
the estfirior of the church was the motto 
"1872-1897" and a large croes, both formed' 
by electric lamps which Will shine to;, 
night. There was nothing in the decora" 
tivo line beyond these sinuate things. 


From the procession to the altar this

Rev. John Lehy, S. J,, president of 


Holy Cross college, Worcester, preached 
the anniversary sermon which was deeply 
thoughtful and very appropriate. The 
reverend father took these words for his 
text, "I draw near to the altar of God, to 
God who rcjoiceth my youth," and spoke 
in part as follows: 


"Many years ago, almost as far back as 


I can remember, from a little country 
town in Massachusetts, my father paid a 
visit to the city of Worcester. On his re- 
turn we gathered around him to hear him 
tell of the things he had aeen and heard. 
I can remember, as if it were yesterday, 
his saying that while in Worcester he had 
met a certain gentleman. This old gen- 
tleman whom he met, with the pride of a 
father, told him he had two fine boys at 
the college of Holy Cross ?.nd hoped, if 
God willed, some day they would enter 
into God's service. -His wish was fulfilled. 


that of the highest position in the land. 
They held the priesthood above all their 
dignities, and they were right. Who is a 
priest? 'Every high priest.'says St. Paul, 
taken from man is ordained foe men in 
those things that belong to God, that he 
may offer gifts and sacrifices for men, 
neither does any man take this honor but 
he, who is called by God like Aaron! 


**A11 people from earliest antiquity have 


offered sacrifices to God. Toe reason is 
because all we have comes from him. 
E?ery fibre in our body, every tissue is 
his. We belong absolutely to him. We 
have nothing that we have not received 
from hi m. 
Nature and 
reason have 


taught all men that they should show 
this dependency and servitude openly 
and publicly. 
They recognized that if 


it were 
allowed 
they ought 
to 


give life to" God ia sign of this dependency. 
Since this is not allowed they select some 
other offering which they destroy com- 
pletely to placate the omnipotent and to 
obtain pardon for their transgressions. 
When God chose the Jews as hi& own peo- 
ple , he set apart a tribe to fill this holy 
office. The Jewish people were a stiff and 
proud-necked race. Time and again they 
had sinned aud time and again they had 
been pardoned. Finally Ood said to them 
by Malachi, I have no pleasure in you, 
saith the Lord of hosts, and I will not re- 
ceive a gift from your hands; for from the 
rising of the aun to his going down my 
name is great amonsr the Gentiles and 
every place there is sacrifice, and there is 
offered to my name a clean offering, for 
niy name is great among the Gentiles, 
saith the Lord of ho&Ls'. 


"The night before our Saviour died he 


left to us that precious legacy of the new 
sacrifice—a clean and holy offering, his 
body and his blood, and bade his priests 
to offer up the self-same sacrifice. Our 
whole iaith centers around tht» altar. 
Before it always burna tbe lamp of the 
sanctuary, attracting every eye to the 
Holy Tabernacle, All that can soothe 
the senses and uplift the heart and soul to 
God is summoned by the churches9 paint- 
ing, statuary, music, iucense, vestments, 
stations, plants of the torest and flowers 
of the field, At* the moment of the sacri- 
fice the air is filled with incense, music 
dies away, every head is bent in prayer 
and supplication. Before this sacrifice 
every other aot of worship fades away. 
As tbe incense rises from the altar the 
spirit of God descends, aud we feel in our 
hearts the working of his love and wo feel 
in our inmost soul that we are close, very 
close to another world. 


"Today we have gathered here, pastor 


and people, priest and bishop, to rejoice 
with the servant of God, who 25 years ago 
offered up the sacrifice of mass for the 
first time. Twenty-five years a priest, 25 
years in the service of love. Priest life is 
filled With joy and tinged with sorrow; 
filled with labor and filled witb sacrifice. 
He has shared with his people their joy 
and sorrow, taught the little child its 
simple prayer, stood in the sanctuary 
when the young couple plighted faith. 
He has stood beside the bed of sickness 
with words of cheer and encouragement. 
When the dying man olosed'-hia eyes and 
thelightof day faded away,.-his was the 
last face on which rested the gaze of the 
dying man. He has sometimes seen the 
pride and hope of his people wandering 
•from the path of rectitude into the broad 
way that leads to everlasting sin. He has 
also seen many who had wandered* away- 
brought back to the;;fold - by his -gentle 


wanting voice. He has been the consoler 
of the afflicted, the strength of the waver- 
'iug, counsellor of the tempted and the joy 
and pride of the jugt. His kindness and 
charity, tears and labors hidden from the 
world are hidden with Christ in God, 


"Today it IB the prayer of his fellow 


priests, it fo the prayer of his people that 
for many years he may stand at tho altar 
of God, offering sacrifice for tho siu aud 
negligence of erring men, for strength of 
grace to those who walk in the narrow 
way. May his years be years of joy, yeara 
of peace. May his departing days be like 
the days of autumn when the fields are 
rich with the harvest of tho year. May 
his setting be like the setting of the sun, 
fading away in brightness and glory to 
appear in his morning in another world 
where all shall be 
brightness and 


glory. And let 
our final prayer be 


that priest, and people, pastor and 
flock meet one day with the great high 
priest, son of thelivingGod, thereto reign 
forever and forever."

monies, was of the best ever heard in St. 
Francis church. The Ideal orchestra as- 
sisted the choir and. Frof. LeClair, who 
was at the organ. The whole was under 
the direction of Rev. Father Donnelly tbe 
rendition of the beautiful program was as 
near perfect as it well could be,

into tho spirit of the occasion and the 
musical work than was being interpreted.

The life of Rev. Pr. Cbarles E. Burke is 


an interesting one, far niore so than can 
be given in a brief sketch. He was born 
in Worcester on Novembef 25, 18-15, and 
received the major part of his education 
there. He graduated from the Holy Cross 
college in 18GG, with honors. He began 
his thoological studies m Troy seminary 
in 1SG9, and was ordained three years 
afterwards, by Bishop HcNerny, May 25, 
1S72. 


Vicar-General Healy of Chicopee was 


attracted by the brilliancy of the young 
priest; and soon after his ordination ho 
became bis assistant. He remained only 
a short time in that field of labor until he 
was called by the bishop to be the assist- 
ant of Rev. Fr. J. J. McDermotfc of the 
cathedral in Springfield. Two years after- 
ward that parish was divided and Rev- 
Fr. Burke was given the pastorate of the 
cathedral which oflice he held until he 
came hero and took charge of St. Francis 
parish in 1883. 


In his earlier years he showed marked 


ability as an orator, which ability baa 
since grown to a nigh and recognized 
standard. Governor Bullock, for the en- 
couragement of oratory in the schools, 
offered medals for the best oratorical 
effort each year. Rev. Fr. Burke while 
in the Worcester high school won the 
medal two yeai's in succession, 1S65 and 
1866. In Holy Cross college he retained 
the oratorical supremacy which he gained 
in the high school and added new laurels- 
in the shape of a gold medal won three 
times successively. While attending col- 
lege he gained the sincere and lasting 
friendship of Rev. Fr. Charles Kelly, pro- 
fessor of rhetoric and philosophy, whose 
influence upon the student bore fruit in 
the afterwards developed mind and char- 
acter, and helped determine his future 
course through life. 


His efforts, no matter iu what field he 


has labored, have been directed to con- 
struction and 
improvement. 
While 


pastor of the cathedral parish In Spring- 
field he renovated the edifice, made ex- 
tensive repairs thereon, and beautified it 
to a high degree. His most important 
work there was the building of the school 
house and erecting the convent. The 
latter has become the mother house of 
the sisters of St. Joseph. 


When he took charge of St. Francis 


parish It was about $40,000 in debt. To the 
property, in 1888, he added the Bolaad es- 
tate on Union street and soon succeeded 
In-reducing the 'indebtedness to $12,000. 


Boon after his appointment here he had 
St. Francis entirely renovated and exten- 
sively improved, making practically a 
new church of it. The re-embellished 
church was consecrated on October 4,1884, 
which is the date of the feaat of St. Fran- 
cis, the patron saint of the parish. In 
June, 1895, the elegant property of the 
Arnold estate was bought for something 
over$20,000 and it makes one of the finest 
parish houses in Massachusetts. The 
school houso was also improved and its 
foundation renewed throughout. What 
is now the convent building was formerly 
a tenement. It was vacated and remod- 
elled as a home for the sisters of St. Jo- 
seph who had come to teach in the school 
at its opening in September, 1886. 


During Father Burke's service here he 


has been assisted at different times by a 
number of devoted and devout sisters aud 
priests who have labored hard to help 
him accomplish his high aims. Rev. Frs. 
Flynn and Donnelly are his present as- 
sistants and share the respect and love as 
well as the responsibilities of the parish 
and parishioners with their reverend 
superior. 


Since Rev. Fr. Burke's coming to North 


Adams, St. Francis church has more than 
doubled its membership and extended its 
influence, and the school has experienced 
a wonderful growth aud usefulness since 
its beginning. The parish has many so- 
dalities, a large and nourishing temper- 
ance society and other similar organiza- 
tions for- useful work. Rev. Fr. Burke's 
zeal has been largely the factor in all this 
growth and development and the people 
of the city, regardless of class or creed, 
are proud of the magnificent work he has 
accomplished.

Police See Good and Bad Re- 


sults of the License Com- 


missioners' Action. 


Another bad feature of the results IB the 


fact that it makes many men practically 
perjure themselves by signing a book at 
a drug store stating that they want liquor 
for medicinal purposes, when they do 
not. And furthermore, those who want 
liquor in- bottles get ib some way. If they do 
not get it in North Adams they get it some 
where else. Many go toZylonite and Adams 
for it and take BO much money out ofthia 
uty 
Others send to adjoining cities 


for it. 


The chief feels that the "grower" busi- 


uerra could have have been stopped with 
better results to the city without taking 
away the fourth class license. The saloon 
men would have consented to have done 
this and have bonded themselves to do no 
selling by pail or can.

"What baa been the effect of refusing 


to grant fourth claas licenses?" was the 
question pat. to a half dozen of our North 
Adams saloon men Saturday mcrht and to 
several of our police officers as well as to 
a number of Adams and Zylonite men 
who know something of tbe matter. 


As might be expected, the North Ad 


auia men were very decided in their con- 
demnation of the recent action of the li 
cense commissioners Ihev spoke even 
bitterly of what they believe to be a 
downright injustice done to them and 
what they consider to be action that di- 
rectly controverts tae will of the majority 
who last fill voted for license, expeitmg 
fourth classeb would be granted. 


The general sentiment of all the saloo 


men WHS expressed by one of them who 
said in substance "The result of granting 
no fourth class license has bean to drive 
the bottle trade to Adams or Zylo- 
nite The other day I counted 10 North 
Adams men at a bur between this town 
and Adams, all of whom had gone there 
to leave their money 
They wouldn't 


leave money where they couldn t buy 
what they wanted to take home More 
than this, people m other adjoining towns 
are refusing to come to North Adama to 
trade because they can't take anything 
away in bottles. Shelburne Palls, Green- 
field and Hooaick Falls are catching 
trade that once came to North Adams 
And when the majority voted license they 
voted for the license that had been given 
in former years " 


All the saloon men said that tlieir pat 


rons spent more time m the saloons than 
formerly and wanted to drink what they 
were not allowed to take home One 
saloon man said that the bottlers were 
supplying the former "growler" business 
ao that as much beer practically as before 
got into the homes of those who Bet out 
determinedly to get it Still another said 
that he knew of one drug store at least 
that waa selling whiskey without eyen 
asking the buyer to sign his name. 


The significant evidence of one saloon 


man was to the effect that more minors 
crowded into the saloon trying to buy 
liquor than ever beiore This would look 
as if they v* ere not getting it on the out- 
side as they had done before. 


Adams saloon men have been to the 


North Adams 1'quor dealers and asked 
them to send their bottle trade to them 
Some Adams dtalers have even gone so 
far, it 11 siid, as to offer street car tickets 
to all who come from North. Adams to 
deal with them 


Another leature of the no-fourth-olass 


license policy is peddling by scavengers 
who without licenses buy whiskey by the 
quart or gallon in Adams or elsewhere 
and then peddle it out in pints or half 
pints m North Adams. One prominent 
saloon mau here saj s that he has positive 
knowledge of several who are m this busi- 
ness. 


All the aaloon-mensay that the licensa 


commissioners could have stopped the 
"growler" and "pail" trade by bonding 
them not to sell in this manner 
It was 


not necessary tore\oke all fourth-class 
privileges to accomplish this 
Further 


more it was said 
b> all that their 


customers generally felt hard toward the 
city go\ernmeut for doing what they con- 
sider to be against the will of the majority 
which voted for license last fall. 


Several of the liquor men said that 


they would as lie! see no license voted 
next full as not 
If the voters of the city 


want to drive trade away from the city 
they had better try it a year. All agree 
tbattheieis 110 money in the business 
now and perhaos not E,V en a h\ ing 


That tbe saloon men in tlm city feel 


very soie and leel that tbey hu\e been 
treitert unjustly is certain 
They ->gree 


that tbe iouitb. class license movement 
has notraadt. ny less drinking but has 
helped the ealooii trade in neighboring 
towns and made sneak selling possible 
here 


A visit Saturday to the saloon at Zylon 


ite and the Barrett place at Renfrew led a 
IRYNSCRIPT man to believe tuit a good 
deal ol North Adama money was being 
left there 
Bottle alter bottle was sold to 


North. Adams men who had come there 
for that purpose 


Chief Kendall of our police force was 


seen and asked as to what result of no 
fourth class license the police had ob 
served 
The chiet said that there wet c 


some benefits resulting from the license 
commissioners' action 
One gooa result 


was that the "growler" business was 
dead,—thbre was now no pail nor can 
buying. 
Another good result was that 


men who had beeii drinking heavily ID 
the saloons could not take a bottle along 
home with them fiom which to get a '"ew 
more drinks and so finish up by becoming 
howling drunk. 


On the other hand the chief said there 


had been no less drunkenness on the 
streets 
In fact, the drunkenness had in 


creased over that of May, 1S9G 
The ar 


rests for drunkenness foi the first 22 da s 
of May, 1895, were 44 for the same pence. 
this year tbey have been 51.
